Erskine, J.—The libellant states that the 
steamboat City of Bridgeton in September, 
1878, the time of the alleged tort, was a 
common carrier of freight and passer.gers 
for hire, at certain specified rates, between 
the city of Savannah and Palatka, in the 
state of Florida, and intermediate points, 
including the port of Darien, in this dis- 
trict; that said steamboat being at the 
wharf of Darien, and libellant desiring to 
goto Savannah, went on board, carrying 
with her a three-year old child, her nephew, 
and took her position as a passenger, with 
said child, on the upper deck aft, which 
was the only place or portion of the 
steamboat having any comforts or 
conveniences for passengers; that those 
who were willing travel without. 
the usual comfort and conveniences, «were 
transported on the lower deck; but said that 
place was unfit for libellant and child: that 
sometime after leaying the wharf. the 
purser of the steamboat came to libéllant, 
and, declining to take any passage money 
from her, directed her to go to the lower 
deck, and, on her declining to do s9, he. in- 
formed her that he would put her off at 
Doboy wharf, to which place the said 
steamboat was drawing near; that she then 
appealed to the captain of said vessel, but 


to 


she had been playing on the piano, walizing 
around the cabin, and making herself 
g-nerally comepicndns, and that when she 
was going ashore at Doboy he saw and 
heard her threatening the purser, and 
daring him to come out on the wharf, say-

QUEENING IT ON HER SEVEN HILLS, 


Rome's Quick Ma-ch of Progress—Her Second and 
Better Growth—Some Facts and Figures—A 
Hospitable and Enterprising Peo- 
ple—A Bright Futare. 


Correspondence of The Constitution. 

Rome, Ga., May 10,—A few days ago, a 
little steamer came pufling up the Coosa 
toward Rome, with four heavily-loaded 
barges in her train. 

A group of theughtfal, earnest business 
men had gathered op the wharf to see the 
steamer make her port. It was an import- 
ant day for Rome. “‘ When that ship comes 
in,’’ as sweet Bella Rokesmith said on a 
mest interesting occasion to her lord and 
master, “it will bring a treasure to you and 
me, John!” The barges were at length, 
after much whistling on the part of the 
consequential steamer, made fast to the 
wharf, and the business men had a short 
consultation with the man who had 
engineered them through, Then it was 
announced to the city that these barges 
loaded with the best of coal from down 
thé Coosariver, had brought it to Rome so 
that it could be sold at a profit, at $2.25a 
ton. Ard this too on the experimental trip. 
Lieutenant Marshall, who is .in charge of 
the government works down the river, 
avers that this coal—as real black diamonds 
as were ever mined—can be delivered and 
sold in. Rome at $1.80 a ton, witha good 
profit to all concerned in handling it. The 
50 tons brought on the barges was at once 
sold at $2.25 and the river coal-trade was 
fairly opened. This trade is the key that 
untocks the future to Rome. With coal at 


reasonable. Whoever goes on board under 
ordinary circumstances impliedly con- 
tracts to obey such regulations, and maf 
justly be refused a passage if he or she wil- 
fully resists or violates them.

obtained no substantial justice or protec- 
tion; that on reaching Doboy, a port within 
this district, and having previously ten- 
dered the customary fare, which had been 
declined, the purser insisted that she 
should ride on the lower deck or that he 
would have to put heroff. Under these cir- 
cumstances, and libellant not deeming the 
lower deck a fit place to occupy, and not 
ejected from the steamboat 
with violence, yielded to the forced alterna- 
tive, and with the child went out upon the 
wharf at Doboy, and was compelled to re- 
main there nearly six bours, when she was 
taken off by a passing steamer, and reached 
Savannah the next day; and by reason of 
said officers not allowing her to enjoy and 


desiring to be 


receive the benefits of a first-class passage 
upon said boat, and by reason of their not 
performing their duties to carry her safely 
and properly, she has been damaged one 
thousand dollars. And also, that by rea- 
son of said illegal and unjustifiable actions 
of the said officers, and the manner in 
which she was forced to leave said steam- 
boat, and the pain, indignity and humilia- 
tion thus done to and inflicted upon her 
she has suffered damage to the amount of 
two thousand dollars, in addition to the 
dariages hereinbefore referred, to, etc. 

The answer of Lawrence, the claimant 
and agent, denies that libellant was entitled 
to the accommodations or particular privi- 
leges claimed by her, or that the lower deck 
was an unlit place for her to occupy asa 
passenger, but admits that the purser did 
tell her to goto the lower deck; that the 
purser gave her the option to accede to the 
rules and regulations or to go ashore at Do- 
boy; that she went ashore there of Ler own 
volition anc without paying any fare; that 
the rules and régulations of the bvat, for 
the protection of passengers, and for the 
separation of the white and colored passen- 
gers, were reasonable and necessary for the 
prosecution of the business of the boat; 
thatthe upper deck and the cabin thereon 
were used solely by, and exclusively appro- 
priated for, white passengers, and the lower 
dec« and cabin assigned for eolored passen- 
gers and respectable people; and that these 
regulations were known to libel- 
iant at that time; that the lower 
cabin and deck were well ventilated, 
the state-rooms perfectly private and well 
fitted up, and the accommodations good 
and ample; that the accommodations of- 
fered to her, and which would have been 
provided for her, but for her own conduct 
in insisting to ride on the upper deck, were 
good, ample and sufficient for her, and all 
she had a right to expect or demand. 

Another reason given by respondent for 
the purser’s telling her to leave the upper 
deck, was that he had been informed by a 
passenger that she was a person of immoral 
character. But the evidence adduced, legal- 
ly viewed, does not sustain this averment. 
Neither does it show any defamatory inten- 
tion on his part. Therefore, I leave this 
matter entirely out of view in deciding the 
cause. I may remark that I find no material 
discrepancy between the answer of Law- 
rence and the testimony of Richardson, the 
yurser. 

The libellant testified that whileon the 
upper deck aft, the purser asked her if she 
had a ticket; she said ne; that he then told 
her she must go down stairs and ride with 
the other colored people; that from this or- 
der she appealed to the captain, but with- 
out success; that she tendered the purser 
ihe fare, five dollars, but he declined it, 
telling her that the rules of the boat for- 
bade her riding on the upper deck or in the 
upper cabin, for they were appropriated ex- 
clusively for the white passengers, and that 
if she did not go down stairs he would = 
heroff at Doboy; that, declining to obey 
the order, on the arrival of the boat at Do- 
boy she asked the purser if he meant to put 
her ashore, and he said yes; that then she 
went ashore and remained there some five 
hours, and then took another boat for 
Savannah. On her cross-examination 
she said: ‘*I demanded to _ ride in 
the same cabin with the white people and 
on the same deck, and dicnnudel the same 
and equal accommodations which the white 
people enjoyed, with the exception of go- 
ing to the firsttablee * * °“* = I insist- 
ed on riding up stairs in the cabin, and the 
purser insisted that if I did he would put 
me ashore at Dobov; [ went ashore because 
I was afraid from the way be spoke to me 
that he would put me off, and having my 
nephew I was afraid one or the other of us 
would fall overboard. Nobody laid hands 
on me to put me ashore. * * I did not 
ask him if he could furnish me a state 
room down stairs, nor did I care whether 
he could or not, as_ I was unwilling to ride 
on the deck when out of my state room. I 
would have refused any state room he 
offered me down stairs, unless he would 
have allowed meto ride up stairs; by up 


told me was allotted to white people. 
There were plenty of white passengers on 
board. I know the reason I went ashore at 
Doboy ‘ it was because I insisted on riding 
in the cabin upstairs, and the purser 
would not allow me to doso. But for that 
refusal I wonld not have gone ashore at 
Doboy.”’ 

Lawrence, the claimant and agent, testi- 
fied that there are two other decks and cabin 
besides the one referred to by libeilant in 
her testimony; one deck, or a portion of it, 
is for deck passengers; on the other deck 
are four state rooms, which are generally set 
apart for colored passengers, but when there 
are none, and the boat is crowded, white 
passengers are placed in them ; that if libel- 
lant had not been content with these accem- 
modations, she could have hada state room. 
These, he states, are perfectly private aud 
eonyenient, and the fare from Darien to Sa- 
vyannah is five dollars for first-class, white or 
colored passengers. That in the cabin set 
apart fur colored passengers no one is | 
allowed to ride, except those who 
have first-class tickets and are 
colered, unless no colored passenger occu- 
py that deck, and the boat is crowded, as 
stated; that the fiiting up of these state 
rooms is equally as comfortable as that in

The testimony of Fleetwood, the master 
of the steamboat, is of like purport and 


t as that of Lawrence. The master 
orn tbatified that libellant, while on board, 
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Bridgeton was held out to the world asa 
common carrier of passengers, for hire, 
consequently free to all ‘proper persons 
who sought transportation to ports 
or places agreed on within the ter- 
mini of her route. But the vessel. being 
thus open to passengers did not strip 
the owners or master of the right to make 
such suitable regulations as would promote 
the interests of the owners, and preserve 
order and decorum. Ner, on the other hand, 
could the proprietors, or master, be required 
to put passengers in the same cabin or state 
room, who would be repulsive or disagree- 
able to each other. Sec. 5 Otto, 504. In the 
Westchester and Philadelphia railway com- 
pany vs. Miles (55 Pa., 209), the court decided 
thata common carrier may separat® pas- 
sengers in his conveyances, and that it was 
not an unreasonable regulation, for it pre- 
vented contacts and collisions arising from 
natural and well known repugnances, which 
are likely to breed disturbances where white 
and colored persons are huddled together 
without their eonsent. 

In the recent case vs. the Board of Direct- 
ors et al., published in Tue ATLANTA Con- 
stirction, of February 26th, 1879, and 
which involved the question as to whether 
colored ehildren were entitled, asa matter 
of right, to be educated in the same school 
with white children, the United States cir- 
cuit court for Louisiana answered in the 
negative. Said Mr. Justice Woods, in de- 
livering the opinion of the court, “Equality 
of right does not involve the necessity of | 
educating children of both sexes or age in 
the same school. Any classification which 
presumes substantially equal school advan- 
tages does not impair any rights. and is not 
prohibited by the constitution of the United 
States. ‘Equality of rights does nvt neces- 
sarily imply identity of rights.’ ”’ 

In Hali vs. DeCuir, 5 Otto, 485, error to 
the supreme court of Louisiana, Benson, 
the master of a steamboat, had refused a 
colored passenger, Mrs. DeCuir (the plain- 
tiff-below) the privilege of the cabin set 
apart for white passengers, notwithstanding 
the law of Louisiana had declared that 
common carriers of passengers should make 


$2 a ton—an inexhaustible supply at hand

A BIT OF ROMAN HISTORY. 

tome is delightfully situated on high 
and rolling ground, in the juncture of three 
rivers—the Etowah, Oostanaula and Coosa. 
It has always been noted for the salubrity 
of its climate, the intelligence, vigor and 
hospitable habits of its people, and for the 
fertility of the region, in which it is set like 
a jewel.. Foralong time Rome was leis- 
urely. It was fat, good-natured and Dutch- 
like in its reposeful methods. Its early his- 
tory, if it ever had any, is brought down by 
the tradition of gossipy burghers, and is 
spiced up with humor, flavored with to- 
bacco smoke, and is hung on jokes instead 
of facts. In its record an anecdote marks 
an era, and if there were Indian wars in the 
early days, they will be rememberedas the 
shadowy base on which some humorous 
story, crystalized into history, was founded. 
It was the home of the kindliest lot of male 
gossips that Georgia ever saw. They 
smoked and joked, and broke into laughter, 
and then smoked and joked again. They 
sold goods, to be sure, and practiced law— 
that is, in their leisure moments. Their 
real business, however, was hobnobbing. 
And a baser set was never gathered about 


no discrimination on account of race or | 
color. Chief-Justice Waite, in delivering | 
the opinion of the supreme court of the 
United States, said that ‘‘congressional inac- 
tion left Benson at liberty to adopt such 
reasonable rules and regulations for the 
disposition of passengers upon his boat 
while pursuing her voyage within Louisi- 
ana or without as seemed to him most for 
the interest of all concerned. * * * We 
think this statute, to the extent that it re- 
quires those engaged in the transportation 
of passengers among the states to carry col- 
ored passengers in Louisiana in the same 
cabin with whites, is unconstitutional and 
void. If the public good requires such 
legislation, it must come from congress, 
and not from the states.” 

And Mr. Justice Clifford, in a concurring 
opinion, said: “Itis clear that a steamer 
carrying passengers may have separate 
cabins and dining saloons for white persons 
dnd persons of color, for the plain reason 
that the laws of congress contain nothing to 
prohibit such an arrangement.”’ 

The steamboat City of Bridgeton, like all 
vessels engaged in transporting passen- 
gers for hire between the several states, is 
ranked as a portion of the national marine, 
and, consequently within the governing 

ower of the national legislature. Congress 
ot. not deemed it necessary or essential to 
the welfare of the colored citizen to enact 
any law forbidding inter-state common car- 
r.ers, by water or land, from regulating the 
business of their vessels or velicies 
in such manner that the accommo- 
dations for colored passengers on 
their respective conveyances, may be dis- 
tinct and separate from those assigned to 
white passengers. Yet colored passengers 
are entitled to accommodations as suitable 
as those designated for the exclusive use of 
white passengers. And I am of opinion, 
on perusal of the evidence adduced, that 
the cabin and state rooms reserved for col- 
ored passengers on the City of Bridgeton 
were substantially equal to those from 
which the libellant was excluded by the 
rules and regulations of the boat; and these, 
so far as they were enforeed, were reasona- 
ble and highly proper, imposing neither 
burdensome nor impossible conditions on 
libellant. And, asto the other question for 
decision, namely, the alleged illegal and 
unjustifiable manner in which the libellant 
was, as she says, forced to leave the boat, 
and the pain, indignity and humibation in- 
flicted on her by the officers of the boat, 
this must be determined by the simple 
weight of evidence as in other civil cases. 
And thus guided, mv judgment is that she 
has failed to establish her asserted grievances 
and mental sulierings. 

[t is therefore ordered, adjudged and de- 
creed that the libel be dismissed with costs, 
to be taxed by the clerk.

,OME’S FIRST POST BELLUM GROWTH. 

The changed condition of things after 
the war shook Rome up considerably. The 
delicious gossip that had been so pleasant a 
garnishment of life, it was discovered, 
would notdo for the life itself. The old 
city quickened, thrilled and became unea- 
sy and began to grow. 

Its first real growth, however, may be 
dated as beginning at about ’70. The im- 
mense iron deposits about the city were 
called into attention and capital flowed in 
to develop them. With pig-iron at $60 a 
ton, the profits were enormous, and a great 
many careful men lost their heads, and 
went into the business too heavily. The 
city grew rapidly and assumed great im- 
portance. A sudden tumble in iron in- 
duced by the paralysis of the prices in’72 
brought about a reaction. Iron furnaces 
were closed, investors were ruined, the en- 
terprise of the people was rebuked, and for 
a year or two, the city slept. Its people 
were stunned and discouraged. 

About three years ago the city began its 
second and surer growth. This new growth 
was based upon no speculative inflation,bat 
upon the steady and essential increase of 
the business of the city. In ’70 the eapital- 
ists built houses and tempted business. In 
76 the business forced the capitalists into 
building. Tour or five years ago the cotton 
receipts at Rome were 8,000 to 12,000 bales. 
Last vear they got up to 40,000 bales, Im- 
mense warehouses had been built to accom- 
modate this growing trade, but still the cot- 
‘on overflowed all enclosure, and blocked 
up even the residence streets for some dis- 
tance out of Broad. This year the receipts 
have 
ALREADY GONE UP TO 62,000 BALES, 


and there is more yet tocome. Iam as- 
sured by Mr. Smith, theefficient ‘‘governor” 
at the Rome read office, that every bale of 
this cotton was really bought and. sold in 
Rome. This will give a total of $2.480,000 
—estimating tlhe cotton at $10 a bale—that 
was paid outin Rome for this one product. 
It may be fairly assumed that $3,000,000 
will oe paid out in Rome in one season for 
cotton. Besides this, the bulk of the vast 
wheat erop of Cherokee Georgia and of 
north Pom is marketed at Rome, giving 
thesummer months an activity almost equa! 
to the winter months, Rome knows nothing 
of the ‘‘dull season”’ of the exclusively cot- 
ton towns. Business is always lively and 
the market is always full. The cotton, 
wheat, hay, fruits, corn and stock, give the 
farmers money all the vear around. 

Rome is the market fora very large sec- 
tion and that too, the richest section of the 
state. She has quite a fleet of steamers on 
her two rivers, the Georgia and Alabama 
steamboat company attending to the Coosa, 
and Messrs. 8. P. Smith & Son attending to 
the Oostanaula. The Coosa is navigating 
as far down as Greensport, below Gadsden,

There are new faces at every turn, and new 
enterprises to keep these new hands busy. 
There is ample capital to carry all the pro- 
jects forward. There are four banks, the 
Bank of mor:me, the’ First national bank, 
Printup & Sons, and Hargrove & Williams, 
all of them excellei.t institutions. The 
school facilities are unsurpassed. For ladies 
there is the Shorter college, the Rome 
female college, and Miss Hillyer’s select 
school; for boys, Moznider’s, Proctor’s, and 
Graham's, all good schoo!s and under good 
management. The two colleges have about 
180 students apiece. There are three good 
newspapers, the Courier, by Mr. Dwinell, 
with Captain Harris as editor; the Tribune, 
with Colonel Sawyer as editor and proprie 
tor; and the Bulletin, with Mr. A. B.S

citizen believes in the future of his city. 
They are almost equal in this regard to the 
Atlanta man, who sostonian: 
‘‘How far do you say Boston is from heie?”’ 
“A bout.1,200 miles.’”’ ‘Well,’ said the At- 
lantian doubtfully, “it’s too far from At- 
lanta to be much of a big town.” You 
never strike a Rome man without getting a 
lecture on Rome. I haye been wondering 
here lately what would be the consequence 
if a Rome man and an Atlanta man shoula 
meet, and if an unlucky stranger should get 
between them, he might ‘drop to his knees 
and pray for help from above. 

Another element of strength is the hearti- 
ness and cordiality with which all the peo- 
ple of this city take hold of a stranger or a 
guest. It is too much the custom in many 
of our southern cities to meet a stranger 
with indifference or disregard, or at best to 
give him a formal welcome, and then leave 
him to weed his own row. In nothing has 
Atlanta so furthered her own progress as in 
the kindly attentions that she puts upon 
strangers. No matter whether they come 
singly or in conventions. Atlanta always 
does her very best to entertain them, to put 
them at ease, and to help them get a 
start. Said one of these men: 
‘“In—— [ presented my letters of 
introduction. They were read and my 
hand was shaken, and I lett. In a day or 
two I was left perfectly alone, and found. it 
so difficult to get the information I needed 
that I left the city in disgust. In Atianta 
[ have met just the opposite treatment— 
merchants have left their desks and lawyers 
their offices to assist me in my work—and 
in consequence I am settled here for good 
with all my interests.’’ There is no city in

He will be certain to get a-tair 
trial and a hearty good lift. .Rome has 
jearned Atlanta’s trick in the handling of 
stranzers. 
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THE FUTURE OF ROME. 

As to the future of Rome it is hard to 
compass it. That it is certain to become a 
very important city, no one can doubt. 
With its cheap coal—at #2 per ton—and its 
other advantages, it will become a very 
populous manufacturing point. It is in 
the center of the best iron region in the 
whole south, and the widening uses to 
which it is put will make this a great point 
in the near future. 

With it fertile and ricn dominion—hear- 
ing varied and abundant crops—drained by 
three rivers and three rail lines, and perme- 
ated by good wagon roads, which are best 
after all—with its brisk and enterprising 
merchants, its ample capital, and its good 
market—it will become a very powertul 
commercial city. 

With its fine society, for the tender and 


refining influence of the old-time gentle- 
manly gossips is still felt—its unsurpassed 
climate—its special social advantages—it 
ought to become the home of thousands 
who are driven from rialarial regions on 
the one hand, or arctic zones on the other.

This is 
the best evidence I can give you, or that can be 
given, of the great estimation tn which the libra- 
ry isheld by the citizens of Atlanta, and of the 
great good it is doing for our people. It has been 
said bv a distinguished ex- f ee that the library 
counteracts the effects of at least twenty bar rooms

The librarian estimates that 45,000 persons visit- 
ed the Library during the past year. Members of 
the board think this a reasonable estimate, 

FINANCE. 

The report of the treasurer shows that there 
were expended last year, $4,019.25, and that 
there were received from all sources $§6,572.40; 
of the expenditures $764.75 were for books and 
periodicals and binding; $1.609.96 for salaries; 
300 for rent: $281.9 for light and heat: $10.61 
for incidentals, insurance, etc. You have 
loaned to the city of Atlanta — $7,200 
at eight per cent per annum; of _ this 
fund $5,000 is money set apart to the reserve fand. 
I woukt recommend that the $1.40 be kept as it 
is—subject to the order of the directors—to meet 
any deficiency of funds necessary to 
carry. on the institution that may occur 
during the coming vear, owing to the failure to 
raise money by a fair during the past year fur 
such purpose. 


FATRS. 

Inasinuch as the dues from the members have 
not been sufficient in the past to yall the ex- 
enses necessary to carry Om the library, recoarse 
as been had for years past to fairs to supply a fond 
to meet snch deficiencies, and to buy beoks. Dur- 
ing the past vear, owing to the great number of 
calls upon the citizens of Atlanta to raies money 
for those cities which were afilicted with 
yellow fever; and also, Inasmuch as the ladie: 
of the city who are interested in carrying on that 
noble charity, the Benevolent home,which should 
be also well sustained by our whole people, had 
announced their purpose to hold a fair for the 
benefitof that institu tion,the board of directora.by 
resolution, postponea the usual library fair until 
the coming year, when it should be held as uswal. 
Our failure te hold such fair will nee esarily 
make it necessury for the ineomiag board of di- 
rectors to be diligent in addiag new members to 
the organization. 
In lieu of the fair for the past year, the boar| 
determined to make an effort to ad to the list of 
members with dues commu ted for life. How well 
they suceeeded is shown hereinbefore. The

PICTURES. 
During the past year it was resolved by the 
board that it would request prominent Georgians 
to furnish the library with life-size portraits of 
themselves to adorn our halis.

E. Brown, Flon. 0. A. Loehrane, Hon. B. A. Mill, 
Hon. Robert Toombs, Chief Justice Hiram War- 
ner—each of which portraits were painted bv 
that distinguished artist, Albert (iuerry, now of 
our city. Mr. Guerry also donated to the library 
the portrait of General Thomas R. R. Cobh, 
Your former president, John H. Flynn, who 
will be remembered by this assoctation as long as 
it exists, as its devoted friend in its dark hours, as 
the one who more than any one man has worked 
to build it up to Its present condition, also, upon 
the request of the board, presented to us his por- 
trait, painted also by that other distinguished 
Atlanta artist, J. H. VanStavoren. 

Captain John Milledge and Hon. 
Lochrane cordially uniting with the 
in its efforts to collect a gallery of por- 
traits of distingnished Georgians, at the 
capital of the state, where they may be seen by 
ithe people of the whole state for all time, gen- 
erotisly donated to ns, the portraits of Governor 
Milledge, the grandfather of the donor, Hon. J. 
McPherson Berrien, and Hon. Mark A. Cooper, 
(presented by Judge Lochrane) and Hon. Walter

ITeommend this new 
feature of the library, inaugurated during the past 
year, toali new boards of directors, and urge upon 
them to coutinue to add to it. 
LECTU RES, 
Our lecture system, during the past year, has 
been unsuccessful. The lecture committee, as 
you will see by its report, is not respon- 
sible for that failure. That responsibility 
rests upon our people. It does seem strange that 
a negro minstrel show is better patronized in At- 
lanta thana public lecture. Whether this results 
from the fact that our people are constantly hear- 
ing the best speakers of the day, before legislative 
and judicial forums, or in political contests, and 
do not care to pay to hear them when 
brought out under the auspices of this 
association, or whether the fanlt rests with 
us in fixing too high a price upon admission 
tickets, | know not. In justice to the lecture com- 
mittee for fixing so high prices, I will say, that 
inasmuch as there are no library associations be- 
tween Richmond, Virginia, and Atlanta, that 
invite lecturers and but few south of us, this 
association has been compelled to pay very high 
prices to the leetnurers brought out by it from other 
states, and it has therefore been compelled to 
charge high admission fees or lose mon«y by the 
operation. W ith a view to rem- 
edy this evil, your hoard during 
the past year, endeavored to have a convention of 
delegates from all southern libraries, to meet in 
Atlantain July last. We found but two or thres 
libraries disposed to second our efforts, and there- 
fore withdrew the call. 
MISCELLANEOUS, 
For all details concerning the workings of your 
institution and its management during the past 
year, I refer you to the reports of the treasurer, 
ibrary committee, lecture committee and finance 
committee. 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS, 
I return thanks to the board of directors for 
their efforts during the past year to make my ai- 
ministration successful. Some of them have done 
all that could be asked and expected of them. 
Others have done but little Many.times we 
have met finding the same persons present, 
and having to send out for others to come in to 
make a quorum. This I regret to say, butitis 
true, and should be = said. mention 
it merely to make a recommendation to you. 
A director’s place is not one of ease. It should 
not be sought by any one who does not honestly 
and in good faith intend to devote his attention 
toitsduties. It should not be sought for the 
honorthereisinit. Itshould not be bestowed 
upon any one simply to honor him,no matter how 
popular he is or what is his position. This asse- 
ciation can’t afford to have “J drones in its hive; 
They must be so, or 
the library will languish, then perish. Your 
institution is not rich, and depends 
for its success and growth wpon the efforts of its 
officers and friends in its behalf. . I would there- 
fore recommend to you that in electing new mem- 
bers to the board of directors, that you see to it 
carefully that you ¢lect none but men who are 
willing, and who will devote such time as is nee- 
essary tothe daties of their trust, and who will 
attend all the meetings of the board that 
they can possibly attend. If you take 
this advice, and it is carried out for all time here- 
after by those who come after us, L shajl feel that 
I have done more for the library in these few 
words than I have done for it in all the six years 
of active, laborious service that I have devoted to 
it while | was on the board of its directors.
